In  addition  to  the  divisions  of  work  covered  by  the  foregoing  statements, 
there  are  the  map  engraving  and  stereotyping  divisions. 

The  work  of  the  map  engraving  division  consists  of  the  engraving  of  maps, 
charts,  etc.,  of  various  sizes  on  copper,  making  changes  and  additions  to  existing 
plates,  printing  transfers  for  lithographers,  engraving  and  printing  personal 
cards,  and  engraving  plates  on  steel  for  die  stamping.  The  cost  of  operating 
this  division  during  the  year  1921-22  amounted  to  $31,265.60. 

The  work  of  the  stereotyping  division  consists  of  the  making  of  matrices 
and  stereotype  plates  for  printing,  making  alterations  to  existing  plates,  and 
the  manufacture  of  some  metal  equipment  for  use  in  the  typesetting  divisions. 
The  cost  of  operation  for  the  year  1921-22  amounted  to  $21,271.42.

Branches  of  this  Department.

These  accounts  being  paid  by 
the  several  departments  for,  which  the  advertising  is  done,  the  amount  is  not 
included  in  the  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  of  this  department. 

The  number  of  advertising  accounts  audited  was  4,621,  contracts  to  the 
number  of  1,612  were  issued,  of  which  1,296  were  for  transient  advertising  and 
316  for  space  contract  advertising.
